Its special relation to 
Jewish and Oriental subjects 
may be taken as acknowledg- 
ed; but what of soctal studies 
or the exact and experimental 
sciences’ Do we really think 
the world will learn Hebrew 
in order to acquire the results 
of the work of, say, our phy- 
sicists and chemists? A cynic 
might hazard the answer that 
there are few scientists any- 
where who write in any known 
or Knowable language, whe- 


there has been established in 
the University a special “in- 
stitute.” 

The Institute of Jewish Stu- 
cies, opened im 1924, is devot- 
ed to all branches of enquiry 
rclating to Judaism and Jew- 
ry: .

Both these Institutes hav: 
their own libraries and col- 
lections, and both of them 
have closé@ associations with 
members of the staff in other 
<ieparitments, many of whom 
are keenty interested and in- 
timately involved in the sub- 
jects taught in these Institutes 

If any seat of learning would 
seem fated to constitute a 
bridge between past and pre- 
sent, between East and West, 
that would seem to be our 
University in Jerusalem, and 
the work done in this direc- 
tion during these past 25 vears 
is a happy augury for the 
future. 


Contact With Nature 

It i easy to see that the 
historical associations and 
present environment of Israet 
can offer much to Jewish and 
Oriental studies; bul it is 
scldom realized that the very 
physical characteristics of the 
country constitute special fa- 
cilities for certain of the ob- 
servational sciences as well.

“Manchester Guardian” could 
characterize the present Union 
Government as the “harshest 
and .most racially prejudiced 
government in the world.”
